Kazoo? 


Blaze destroys 
Model A, cabin

A late-night fire on 
Robinson Creek Road 
Tuesday destroyed a 19th cen- 
tury cabin and a 1934 Model 
A Ford but caused no injuries. 

Firefighters from the Ukiah 
Valley Fire District were 
called out to the house at 5701 
Robinson Creek Road at 
10:17 p.m. Tuesday on reports 
of a garage on fire. 

The fire was reported by a 
caretaker who had just 
returned to the property. The 
homeowners were asleep in 
the house, which is not con- 
nected to the garage. 

It took firefighters close to 
half-an-hour to reach the 
home, which is atop a moun- 
tain more than five miles off 
of State Route 253. 

“It’s a narrow, winding, 
two-lane road,” said UVFD 
Chief Dan Grebil. 

The caretaker got the 


homeowners’ other car out of 
the garage, as well as a chain- 
saw and other tools and 
between 10 and 15 gallons of 
gasoline. 

The Model A, however, 
could not be saved. 

When firefighters arrived 
on scene, the garage was fully 
involved. Grebil said fire- 
fighters concentrated on con- 
taining the fire to the garage. 

No one was injured in the 
fire, but the garage was com- 
pletely consumed. The cause 
of the fire is under investiga- 
tion and had not been deter- 
mined at press time. 

Grebil said the home is out- 
side UVFD’s response area, 
but that it is an area the dis- 
trict commonly responds to 
because otherwise it has no 
fire protection. 

CalFire also responded to 
this call.

Toys containing lead still a concern

Recalls have forced more than 500 
toys made with lead-based products off 
store shelves this year, but, according to 
the Public Health Branch of Mendocino 
County, proactive parents can try to 
avoid any lead-based scares. 

“T would say to definitely be aware of 
it,” said Cindy Brosig, senior prevention 
services coordinator. “If a child has a toy 
that has lead in it and the child is young, 
then yes there could be concern. If it’s an 
older child who doesn’t put toys in their 
mouth the risk is not that great, but yes, 
there is a definite risk. I think it’s all 
about awareness.” 

Brosig explained that the proactive 
process begins by checking the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commis-sion 
Web site at www.cspc.com where a list

1. To avoid lead hazards, consider creative gift alternatives. 
2. In addition to paint, lead may be found in products containing vinyl, plastic or metal.

of recalled toys is available. In addition 
to the CPSC site, consumers can also 
check www.recalls.org. Brosig recom- 
mended returning toys on the list, but the 
process doesn’t stop there. 

“T don’t know if we’ve found all of 
the lead-based toys yet,” she said. 

Toys on the national recall list have 


all been through a rigorous set of scien- 
tific tests that verify the presence of lead 
in the toy, but for those items not on the 
list Brosig and Linda Helland, preven- 
tion services coordinator with the public 
health branch, said there are lead testing

For those looking to avoid 
the lead-based fiasco entirely, 
Helland suggested avoiding 
imported toys made with vinyl, 
plastic, metal or paint, and 
looking for non-material gifts, 
cloth toys, books or locally- 
made products. 

Although China has 
received the lion’s share of 
attention throughout the scare, 
Brosig said not all Chinese 
manufacturers are using the 
dangerous product. 

“T don’t think everything 
from China is unsafe - not at all. 
Some of the manufacturers 
have used lead-based paints, 
but I don’t believe all of them 
have. It is a problem right now, 
and hopefully with the informa- 
tion getting out, the companies 
will be more careful to check 
things better in the future so 
toys aren’t imported that have 
lead-based paint in them.” 

Brosig said if you suspect 
you have a recalled toy you

swabs available at stores -- 
although their accuracy isn’t 
guaranteed. 

“You can buy some lead test- 
ing swabs at stores, but they are 
not as accurate,” Brosig said. 
“They are not necessarily a sci- 
entific type of test. People 
could use them to get an idea. If 
it did come back positive, then 
take the toy back to the store 
where it was bought or check 
with the store on its policy 
about lead-based products.” 

Making lead detection that 
much more difficult, the some- 
times-inaccurate tests are the 
only over-the-counter method 
of lead detection for consumers 
in the area, according to Brosig. 
The county doesn’t have a 
method for lead testing, but 
Helland said that if you suspect 
your child has been exposed to 
lead-based toys, confirmation

hardware stores, keep in mind that 
positive test results are most likely 
positive, but negative results for toys 
may be unreliable. Most kits only 
test what is on the surface and may 
not indicate lead even if it is present. 
Remove any toys that test positive. 

7. Learn about other sources of 
lead. Lead comes in many other 
forms - in the paint of older homes, 
glazes for pottery and some home 
remedies, for example. The most 
common source of lead for young 
children is the lead found in house- 
hold dust when old paint is in poor 
condition or disturbed during home 
renovation projects. This dust gets 
on hands and toys that find their way 
into a young child’s mouth. 

8. Wash toys regularly to clean 
off household dust. Toys may pick 
up lead dust in older homes from 
deteriorating paint and soil. 

9. Use age-appropriate toys. 
Check the recommended age on the 
packaging. 

10. For more information about 
lead poisoning prevention, contact 
the Mendocino County Childhood 
Lead Poisoning Program at 472- 
2727 or 1-800-743-7793. 


Some examples include: some soft 
plastic items, vinyl lunch boxes, 
metal charms, hard plastic toys, chil- 
dren’s jewelry, products purchased 
from vending machines and some 
Christmas tree ornaments.

Repeal Measure G 


To the Editor: 

Since the implementation of Proposition 
215 and Mendocino County Measure G there 
have been a lot of issues in regards to the 
cultivation of marijuana that have affected 
the quality of life and increased the danger to 
the public. The cultivation of marijuana has 
also created a false economy and brought in 
a large criminal element from around the 
world. 

These two measures have created such a 
negative impact on communities throughout 
the county and have affected people from all 
walks of life and all ages. People can not 
travel freely upon their own land or public 
land without having to pack guns for protec- 
tion. People who live in towns can’t even 
enjoy their backyards because of the odor or 
even live in peace without worrying about 
getting shot while someone’s trying to rip off 
their neighbor’s marijuana. 

Because of these issues the public senti- 
ment has started to change towards marijua- 
na, causing the pinnacle to swing towards 
making the marijuana laws more restrictive. 
To build on this momentum people need to 
come together and organize to repeal 
Measure “G” in its entirety. If this could hap- 
pen it may cause a ripple affect across the 
state and possibly gain enough momentum to 
repeal Prop 215. 

There are different groups in the commu- 
nity who feel strongly about restricting the 
cultivation of marijuana, but have different 
ideas on how to get there. The following is a 
list of suggestions to reach the ultimate goal 
of again making marijuana illegal again or at 
least restrict it as much as possible: 

1. The main goal should be to repeal 
Measure “G” and recommend the county fol- 
low state guidelines. In addition, limit the 
number of recommendations per parcel and 
direct the Sheriff and District Attorney to 
investigate and prosecute anyone outside the 
guidelines. 

2. Don’t try to re-create the wheel. Laws 
are all ready on the books to address the cul- 
tivation of marijuana for medical purposes 
(11362.5 H&S). Although cities in the coun- 
ty have tried to aggressively restrict the culti- 
vation within their jurisdiction. The Sheriff’s 
“grow what you want’ policy and restricting 
the deputies from enforcing the laws has 
allowed the cultivation to get out of control. 

3. The campaign effort to repeal the mea- 
sure should be in an educational method and 
not be an in-your-face campaign. 

4. Anybody circulating petitions or pro- 
moting the repeal of Measure “G” should 
also handout legal voter registration cards. A 
lot of people who are against marijuana don’t 
vote. It’s pretty obvious the growers vote, so 
there needs to be a concentrated effort to get 
people to register and vote. 

5. The County’s Clerk-Recorder needs to 
be diligent in verifying people are actually 
legal residents of Mendocino County and not 
dually registered in another county or state. 

6. The most important thing is people 
need to come together as one and be heard in 
one voice. There is strength in numbers and 
if there is one strong voice the chances of 
repealing Measure “G” are strong, if people 
are split then there is no way anything will 
change; it will only continue to get worse. 

The Sheriff and some on the Board of 
Supervisors have been hiding behind 
Measure “G” as an excuse not to act and 
have become the marijuana growers’ repre- 
sentatives. The Sheriff’s lack of direction and 
loyalty to the growers has allowed marijuana 
cultivation to get out of control. Measure 
“G” is basically a recommendation to law 
enforcement officials in the county to work 
towards the decriminalization of marijuana 
and allow 25 or fewer plants. They have put 
on their blinders and don’t see or hear the 
concerns of the law abiding and tax paying 
persons in the community. By repealing 
Measure “G,” it will help remove the blind- 
ers from the politicians and put pressure on 
them not to cater to the growers, but to the 
honest hard working people in the communi- 
ty.

Everybody knows Uncle 
Sam is running in the red 
and has been for a long time. 
Still, its a shock to learn 
how much in the red. 

The blandly titled 
“Financial Report of the 
United States Government” 
says that the gap between 


what the government 
promised under Social 
Security, Medicare, 


Medicaid and other social 
insurance programs and the 
money on hand to pay for it 
is $45 trillion over the next 
75 years. That’s “T” for tril- 
lion. Throw in a few other 
commitments the govern- 
ment has to make good on 
and the shortfall is $53 tril- 
lion. And the gap is growing 
rapidly, up over two-thirds 
in just four years. ... 

Some years back 
Congress required the gov- 
ernment to calculate the 
deficit the way the private 
sector does by booking 
expenses when they are 
incurred rather than by the 
cash accounting method 
when they are paid. By the 
accrual method, the deficit 
for the fiscal year that ended 
Sept. 30 was $275.5 billion 
instead of the relatively 
rosier $162.8 billion report- 
ed under the cash method. 

The report is put out by

It’s a tired story, but again 
it is playing out in Ohio:

Washington, D.C.-based 
Americans United for 
Separation of Church and 
State last week told the 
Delaware County commis- 
sioners to eliminate the 
prayers they use to open 
their meetings. The 
Washington group contends 
all people would feel equal 
at commission meetings 
only if the commissioners 
eliminated prayers. ... 

Delaware County com- 
missioners used to open 
meetings with a moment of 
silence. Board President 
Glenn Evans started the 
prayers, often concluding 
with a reference to Jesus 
Christ.

Hillary Clinton no longer 
the obvious choice 


The Democratic contest in Iowa -- and possibly the 
battle for the party’s presidential nomination -- hangs 
on whether Hillary Clinton can use the next two weeks 
to encourage second thoughts about Barack Obama, 
and get voters to take a second look at her. 

A month and a half ago, Clinton was widely seen as 
the inevitable victor. Now, she faces a moment of 
great peril. 

For most of 2007, Clinton benefited from a virtuous 
cycle. Her continuing lead in the polls slowly eased 
Democratic doubts about her ability to beat the 
Republicans next fall. Her crisp debate performances 
reinforced her message that she would be ready “on 
Day One” to be president. This fed back into more 
good poll results. 

But her spiral downward began with a single mis- 
take in an Oct. 30 debate over a New York state plan 
to give driver’s licenses to illegal immigrants, even as 
she was coming under more aggressive attack from 
Obama and John Edwards. The decline affected her 
standing not only in Iowa, but also in New Hampshire, 
which was supposed to be Fortress Clinton. 

Yet Clinton’s difficulties owe to deeper flaws in her 
strategy. These include an early ambivalence about 
competing in Iowa; the failure to link her arguments 
about experience to more inspirational themes; and an 
underestimation of Obama, bred by his sluggish per- 
formance during the summer. She thus emphasized 
positions -- in favor of a tough Iran policy, for exam- 
ple -- potentially more helpful in a general election 
campaign than with a Democratic electorate. 

That Clinton is only now rushing to complete visits 
to all of Iowa’s 99 counties reflects the fact that some 
in her campaign, according to a memo leaked in May, 
once considered having her skip the state’s caucuses 
altogether. David Bonior, Edwards’ campaign manag- 
er, said last weekend that Clinton was running behind 
both his candidate and Obama in many of the state’s 
rural counties. 

And if Obama, with his soaring and idealistic 
rhetoric, has been more theme than pudding, Clinton’s 
campaign has been more pudding than theme. It frus- 
trates the Clinton camp that Obama’s policy propos- 
als, particularly on health care and taxes, have 
received limited critical scrutiny. But at an Iowa 
Democratic dinner on Nov. 10, Obama, after a lack- 
luster summer, managed to hit a well-timed emotional 
peak. He found an effective line of criticism against 
Clinton with a passionate call for change and a broad- 
side against “the same old Washington textbook cam- 
paigns.” 

The Clinton camp believes that Obama and 
Edwards have gotten a free ride in the last month or 
so. Clinton’s lieutenants and supporters note that 
while her campaign’s attacks on Obama have been 
roundly criticized, it was Obama who joined Edwards 
in attacking Clinton first, at little cost. 

This has forced the Clinton campaign to move 
aggressively on its own to raise a slew of questions 
about Obama’s past. But some of these efforts back- 
fired and suggested a campaign in panic. That was 
especially true of a statement by a Clinton operative 
about Obama’s openly confessed drug use in his 
youth, and the campaign’s invocation of Obama’s 
kindergarten jottings to show he had always harbored 
presidential ambitions. 

Nonetheless, the Clinton campaign has had to con- 
tinue to sow doubts about Obama. Former President 
Bill Clinton used “The Charlie Rose Show” on Friday 
to ask if Democrats were willing to “roll the dice” on 
a candidate with Obama’s brief Washington experi- 
ence. Earlier in the day, Hillary Clinton had said that 
with her candidacy, “there are no surprises.” 

Clinton’s endorsement last weekend by The Des 
Moines Register was an important break because the 
paper echoed her closing argument. 

Clinton, the Register concluded, was the candidate 
“best prepared to confront the enormous challenges 
the nation faces.” Obama, it said, was “more inspira- 
tional,” but “with his relative inexperience, it’s hard to 
feel as confident he could accomplish the daunting 
agenda that lies ahead.” Clinton hopes the endorse- 
ment will mark the campaign’s next, and last, turning 
point. 

The danger to Clinton, despite her lead in the 
national polls, is that a loss in Iowa on Jan. 3 could 
easily cascade into losses in New Hampshire on Jan. 8 
and in South Carolina on Jan. 26. And while the 
Clinton camp would welcome an Edwards victory in 
Iowa as the alternative to an Obama win, it’s now pos- 
sible that Edwards could drive Clinton into third 
place. 

Hillary Clinton’s demanding task is to keep doubts 
about Obama high in the minds of Iowa voters while 
finding the dash of inspiration that has so far eluded 
her campaign. Achieving both objectives at the same 
time will be the greatest challenge of her political life.

Fading fortunes of the 
once-great NBC TV empire

The feathers have been 
fading for some time now on 
the peacock symbol of the 
NBC television network. 
Proof of this sad state of 
affairs is found in the TV rat- 
ings, which are even below 
par for the prime Thursday 
night lineup of well-regarded 
comedies. 

More proof is to be had in 
a pop quiz. Quick, try to 
name just one new show 
from last winter’s midseason 
schedule. Without looking 
back at my notes, I would 
have been hard pressed to 
recall “Raines” or “The Black 
Donnellys,” two crime dra- 
mas that obviously fizzled. 

The summer did not begin 
auspiciously for the network 
when the departure of top 
executive Kevin Reilly 
became a subject of specula- 
tion within the industry and a 
topic of conversation during a 
recent TV critics press tour. I 
don’t want to dwell on how 
NBC executives described 
Reilly’s exit as a matter of 
him realizing that “there was 
just no role for him (Reilly) 
at the company and decided 
to move on.” This assertion 
by new co-chairman of NBC 
Entertainment Ben Silverman 
elicited laughter, the kind you 
hear when these corporate 
types try to explain some- 
one’s involuntary exodus as a 
desire to spend quality time 
with the family or to explore 
new opportunities. 

A sure sign that the bank 
of creative ideas is running 
low on funds is the new one- 
hour drama “Bionic Woman.” 
To be sure, Lindsay Wagner 
was wonderful as the recon- 
structed tennis player Jaime 
Sommers, but then she played 
the indestructible heroine 
thirty years ago. Revived to 
the modern era, British thes- 
pian Michelle Ryan portrays 
Sommers as a struggling bar- 
tender and surrogate mom to 
her teenage sister in San 
Francisco. She didn’t think 
life could get much harder, 
until a devastating car acci- 
dent leaves her at death’s 
door. 


Jaime’s only hope for sur- 
vival is top-secret technology 
that comes at a hefty price. 
Shouldering a big debt and 
coping with a new existence, 
Jaime must figure out how to 
use her extraordinary abilities 
for good, and hence there are 
sacrifices she must make to 
become the Bionic Woman. 
Willing to court some contro- 
versy, and perhaps to draw 
notice to this show, NBC has 
hired Isaiah Washington to 
guest star in an arc of five 
episodes, where his character 
is a mysterious person 
instructing Jaime on how to 
handle her bionic powers. 
Washington caused a stir with 
an anti-gay slur during the 
Golden Globes, which 
brought enough negative pub- 
licity that ABC did not invite 
him back for the new season 
of “Grey’s Anatomy.” 

Another San Francisco 
story is the romantic mystery- 
drama “Journeyman,” where 
newspaper reporter and fami- 
ly man Dan Vasser (Kevin 
McKidd) inexplicably begins 
to travel through time and 
change the course of people’s 
lives. Along the way, he must 
also deal with the difficulties 
and stress at work and home 
brought on by his sudden dis- 
appearances. However, his 
freewheeling travels through 
the years reunite him with his 
long-lost fiancée Livia (Moon 
Bloodgood), which in itself 
complicates his blissful, pre- 
sent-day life with his viva- 
cious wife Katie (Gretchen 
Egolf) and adorable son Zach 
(Charles Henry Wyson). As if 
there aren’t enough tricky sit- 
uations, Dan’s cop brother 
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Jack (Reed Diamond) once 
dated Katie. 

Speaking of obstacles, 
“Life,” a new one-hour drama 
about a detective who is 
given a second chance, is full 
of complications. Complex 
and offbeat Detective Charlie 
Crews (Damian Lewis) 
returns to the police force 
after years in prison, thanks 
to a close friend and attorney, 
after serving time for a crime 
he didn’t commit. There’s no 
mention of whether he sues 
his previous lawyers for mal- 
practice. But he’s out of the 
joint and teamed up with the 
proverbially skeptical and 
demanding partner (Sarah 
Shahi, a former Dallas 
Cowboys Cheerleader). For 
some extra toughness and a 
reminder of the past, Adam 
Arkin has a starring role as 
Charlie’s former cellmate Ted 
Early. 

Though it won’t be on the 
Thursday night comedy line- 
up, “Chuck” is a one-hour, 
action-comedy series about a 
computer geek who is cata- 
pulted into a new career as 
the government’s most vital 
secret agent. When Chuck 
Bartowski (Zachary Levi) 
opens an email subliminally 
encoded with government 
secrets, he unwittingly down- 
loads an entire server of sen- 
sitive data into his brain. 
Now, the fate of the world 
rests in the unlikely hands of 
a guy who works at a Buy 
More Electronics store. 
Instead of fighting computer 
viruses, he must now con- 
front assassins and interna- 
tional terrorists. 

With the government’s 
most precious secrets in 
Chuck’s head, Major John 


Casey (Adam Baldwin) of the 
National Security Agency 
assumes the responsibility of 
protecting him. Chuck’s part- 
ner is the CIA’s top agent 
(and his first date in years), 
Sarah Walker (Yvonne 
Strzechowski). They’Il try to 
keep him safe by trading in 
his pocket protector for a bul- 
letproof vest. Also starring 
are Joshua Gomez as 
Morgan’s, Chuck’s best 
friend, and Sarah Lancaster 
as Chuck’s ever-supportive 
sister, Ellie. 

It can’t be said often 
enough that NBC’s best night 
is the Thursday lineup of 
comedies, from “My Name is 
Earl” to “The Office.” To 
revive the franchise with a 
spark of energy, Jerry 
Seinfeld has been recruited to 
come back for one week on 
the Thursday schedule where 
he had such great success. In 
a tailor-made role, Seinfeld 
will appear as himself on the 
premiere episode of “30 
Rock,” where viewers can 
tune in to see how he shakes 
things up with abrasive net- 
work executive Jack 
Donaghy (Alec Baldwin). 

Speaking to a gathering of 
TV critics recently, NBC 
Entertainment Co-Chairman 
Ben Silverman announced 
that the network has a deal 
with supernatural artist Criss 
Angel and famed mentalist 
Uri Geller to create a reality 
series for a live competition 
search for the next guy who 
can bend spoons with his 
mind. Silverman said the net- 
work is “looking for the next 
great mind-blower.” Just a 
thought, but NBC should 
channel their mystical powers 
to come up with a few hit 
shows.

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Report: Dolphins, Parcells near 4-year deal 
to lead football operations

DAVIE, Fla. — Bill 
Parcells’ day began with 
reports he would rebuild the 
Atlanta Falcons. It ended with 
him on the cusp of taking the 
same job with the Miami 


Dolphins. 
Parcells and Dolphins 
owner Wayne Huizenga 


agreed Wednesday on a four- 
year contract to be Miami’s 
vice president of football 
operations, according to 
ESPN, which employs the 
two-time Super Bowl-win- 
ning coach as an analyst. 

The Dolphins declined 
comment, only saying no con- 
tract has been signed, and no 
one at Huizenga’s business 
office was authorized to com- 
ment when reached 
Wednesday evening by The 
Associated Press. 

Miami’s players were also 
caught off-stride by the news, 
which broke after they fin- 
ished practice. 

“I don’t know anything,” 
defensive end Jason Taylor 
said. 


So, for the second time in 
less than a week, an off-field 
story is dominating the con- 
versation at Miami’s training 
complex. 

The first revelation came 
last Friday: Huizenga has 
been in talks about selling the 
team to two real estate devel- 
opers for about $1.1 billion. 
Huizenga later said those dis- 
cussions had been going on 
for months, and the story has 
since changed to the billion- 
aire owner considering selling 
only a 49 percent stake in the 
team. 

And now this: Parcells, 
who previously coached the 
Giants, Patriots, Jets and 
Cowboys, is apparently set to 
return to the NFL. 

“Really?” defensive line- 
man Vonnie Holliday said 
when told by The AP about 
Parcells’ apparent interest in 
the Dolphins. “You can’t con- 
trol it. But somebody like the 
Big Tuna, regardless of who’s 
in the front office or who’s 
not, brings a lot of respect and 
a lot of credibility with him. ... 
If you’re a free agent out 


there, that might draw you in.” 


When the Falcons 
announced Parcells turned 
them down — while also 


releasing that he was in nego- 
tiations with the Dolphins — 
several Miami players were 
playing cards and dominoes in 
the locker room. 

“We met with him this 
morning to complete the con- 
tract. At that time, we were 
made aware by Parcells that 
he was considering a revised 
offer from the Miami 
Dolphins,” Falcons owner 
Arthur Blank said. “He later 
informed us that he would not 
be signing a contract with us.” 

Many Dolphins immediate- 
ly turned their attention to the 
television, seeking more 
information. Clearly, the mere 
mention of Parcells coming to 
Miami created an immediate 
buzz. 

“I have a lot of respect for 
what he’s been able to do in 
other places and I’d expect, if 
he did come in here, for him to 
do the same,” Holliday said. 
“T don’t know what’s going to 
happen upstairs. I have no 


idea. I have a lot of respect for 
(GM) Randy Mueller, as well. 
But my interest is in what’s 
best for this team and getting 
us in the right direction.” 

With his team mired in the 
longest playoff drought in 
franchise history — six years 
and counting — Huizenga has 
long sought different ways of 
doing exactly that. If that con- 
tract gets signed, bringing in 
the 66-year-old Parcells might 
wind up being the latest big 
Huizenga move. 

In January 2004, he hired 
Miami’s greatest player, Dan 
Marino, as senior vice presi- 
dent of football operations, a 
job created just for him. 
Marino resigned from the 
loosely defined role 22 days 
later, saying he didn’t want to 
change his lifestyle. 

Later that year, Huizenga 
hired coach Nick Saban away 
from LSU; he lasted only two 
seasons in Miami before bolt- 
ing after the 2006 campaign to 
return to college football at 
Alabama. 

“Bill Parcells,” Holliday 
said, pausing and smiling. 
“That’s a big name.”

Neuheisel wouldn’t discuss 
to The AP the specifics of his 
contact with UCLA. 

He hasn’t been in the col- 
lege game since Washington 
fired him in 2003 for partici- 
pating in a betting pool on the 
NCAA basketball tourna- 
ment. He sued for wrongful 
termination from Washington 
and settled in March, 2005, 
with UW and the NCAA for 
$4.5 million. 

Neuheisel began his road 
back to coaching in the fall of 
that year as a volunteer assis- 
tant coaching quarterbacks at 
Seattle’s Rainier Beach High 
School. Billick hired him in 
’05 to be Baltimore’s quarter- 
back coach. 

When asked Wednesday 
about whether he had con- 
cerns over hiring Neuheisel in 
the wake of the mess he left 
behind with the Huskies, 
Billick said: “No, because I 
think, frankly, most of that 
was just B.S. 

“I mean, it was a (gosh 
darned) basketball pool. Are 
you kidding me?” Billick said 
in a conference call with 
Seattle media. 

“Clearly there were other 
issues, there were other agen- 
das being played out. I think 
Rick has come through and I 
think the NCAA, rightfully 
so, has made it very clear in 
exonerating Rick.” 

Last January, Billick pro- 
moted Neuheisel to offensive 
coordinator — though Billick 
calls the plays for the Ravens 
(4-10). 

“I think Rick has learned 
the college game is the thing 
for him,” Billick said. “He’s 
an excellent pro coach, but 
the enthusiasm and the affec- 
tion he has for the college 
game, it’s better suited for the 
college game. 

“He certainly was one of 
the bright young head coach- 
es in this game. Had this not 
come about in terms of some 
of the difficulties, I think 
you’d be looking at Rick 
Neuheisel at this level as a 
potential head coach in the 
NFL in the same way you 
rumor whoever, the Urban 
Meyers ... He’d be right at the 
top of that list, except for an 
unfortunate set of circum- 
stances.” 

Neuheisel’s settlement still 
rankles many in Seattle. And 
his destructive departure left 
the Huskies’ program — 
which Neuheisel had led to 
the 2001 Rose Bowl — in a 
spiral it has yet to reverse. 

Yet Neuheisel is looking 
forward to returning to the 
city Sunday. 

“Tt will be fun because I 
have a lot of fond memories 
of my time in Seattle,” he 
said. 

“The ending was no fun, 
but we won a lot of games 
while I was there and made a 
lot of friends and had some 
very rewarding times. I don’t 
have any ill will toward the 
city, nor the people, nor the 
school.”

Kansas’ Mangino wins AP Coach 


of the Year for guiding Jayhawks 
to 11-1 season and Orange Bowl

LAWRENCE, Kan. — It 
began as a friendly basketball 
game in Mark Mangino’s old 
neighborhood of New Castle, 
Pa. One of Mangino’s team- 
mates kept making mistakes. 
Finally, Mangino threw up his 
hands and let the kid have it. 

Those leadership skills 40 
years later would steer sur- 
prising Kansas into national 
championship contention and 
help him become The 
Associated Press Coach of the 
Year. 

“Mark ran the kid off the 
court, out of the building and 
into the street,” recalled life- 
long friend Tom Tommelleo. 
“Mark’s always been a coach. 
We just didn’t know it then. 
He would study every sport 
we played and see things the 
rest of us couldn’t see. The 
thing that lit his fuse the most 
was somebody not giving his 
best effort.” 

In his sixth season with 
Kansas, Mangino has gotten 
an exceptional effort from the 
Jayhawks. Long-woeful 
Kansas won a school-record 
11 games, had two All- 
Americans and earned a spot 
in the Bowl Championship 
Series for the first time. On 
Jan. 3 in Miami, the Jayhawks 
will play Virginia Tech in their 
first major bowl since 1969. 

In voting by AP college 
football poll voters, Mangino 
received 28 of a possible 58 
votes, easily outdistancing 
Missouri’s Gary Pinkel, who 
had 11. Hawaii’s June Jones 
was third (seven votes) and 
Illinois coach Ron Zook 
fourth (five votes). 

“That’s awesome for coach 
(Mangino),” Kansas quarter- 
back Todd Reesing said. “He’s 
earned all the recognition he 
gets. I don’t think anybody 
realizes how hard coach 
works for us.” 

Mangino is the first Kansas 
coach to win the award since 
the AP started handing it out 
in 1998 and the third Big 12 
coach, joining Oklahoma’s 
Bob Stoops (2000) and 
Kansas State’s Bill Snyder 
(1998). Stoops and Mangino 
were both assistants for 
Snyder during the mid 90s. 

Things have turned out 
well for Mangino, the stu- 
dious kid who always 
demanded the best back on the 
playgrounds of 
Mahoningtown, the working- 
class Italian-American com- 
munity in western 
Pennsylvania where his char- 
acter was shaped. 

There'll be a 
Mahoningtown reunion at the 
Orange Bowl. Tommelleo and 
a number of others are meet- 
ing in Miami to cheer on an 


old friend who’s made good. 
“He’s at the top of the con- 
versation in this entire area,” 
said Tommelleo, who moved 
back to New Castle several 
years ago and works in the 
biotech medical industry. “We 
are very, very proud of Mark.”

close-knit neighborhood of 
mostly first- and second-gen- 
eration Italians where fathers 
worked 12-hour shifts in the 
rail yards and steel mills. 
Moms and dads had full 
authority to correct other peo- 
ples’ kids, and often did. 

“In our neighborhood, 
arguing and fighting were an 
expression of affection,” 
Tommelleo said. “Mark was 
always at the top of the chain. 

“Sometimes,” he added 
with a chuckle, “Mark could 
be a gigantic pain in the butt.

Chris Simon draws 30-game 
suspension, longest in NHL history

UNIONDALE, N.Y. — 
New York Islanders forward 
Chris Simon was banned for 
30 games Wednesday, draw- 
ing the longest suspension in 
NHL history again. 

Simon’s latest infraction 
was stepping on Pittsburgh’s 
Jarkko Ruutu with his skate 
during a game last weekend. 

The 35-year-old player 
went on a leave of absence 
Monday to receive counsel- 
ing, then met with league dis- 
ciplinarian Colin Campbell on 
Tuesday. Campbell had said 
Simon would receive drug 
and alcohol treatment, but the 
league later clarified that 
Simon’s treatment simply will 
take place under the auspices 
of the league and union’s sub- 
stance abuse and behavioral 
program. 

Counseling details are kept 
confidential. Islanders 
spokesman Chris Botta con- 
firmed drugs and alcohol are 
“not the issue.” 

“The doctors who oversee 
the substance abuse aspect of 
the joint NHL/NHLPA pro- 
gram also oversee the aspect 
of behavioral health,” league 
spokesman Frank Brown said. 
“It would be improper to draw 
any inference as to whatever 
treatment or counseling they 
may be providing.” 

Campbell said Simon’s six 
prior suspensions have not 
been a deterrent. 

“I am hoping both the 30 
games, which takes him to the 
end of February, and the actu- 
al help he’s going to get and 
counseling he’s going to get ... 
will help Chris and deal with

Here in the thick of season- 
al holiday madness, your plate 
is probably chock full of 
plans: dinner parties, shop- 
ping excursions, and various 
chores including uncoopera- 
tive rolls of wrapping paper 
and yards of scotch tape.

Make no mistake: The 
Regifters isn’t some sickly 
sweet confection. It addresses 
the stresses we can all fall 
prey to this time of year. 
Playwright Robert Lynn’s 
script was chosen as the recip- 
ient of UPT’s New American 
Comedy Award last year 
because it strikes just the right 
balance between snarky sar- 
casm and heartwarming senti- 
mentality. Guest director 
Brian Lohmann brings vision 
and cohesion to Lynn’s work 
with a cast of veteran Ukiah 
Players. 

The Regifters is stuffed 
with pithy one-liners and 
witty jabs at all kinds of holi- 
day stereotypes. The premise 
is simple enough, and you 
might be able to relate. Admit 
it. You’ve “regifted” before, 
haven’t you? Or maybe you 
just know someone who has. 

In any case, The Regifters 
is the story of four couples 
who “regift” a mysterious hol- 
iday offering, passing it “right 
down the food chain,” in the 
words of Lohmann. When the 
regifters discover that the gift 
is actually quite valuable, they 
pursue the package in an 
effort to get it back. In the end, 
they learn that whatever they 
were missing had little to do 
with the physical manifesta- 
tion of the present. 

Lohmann describes the 
play’s appeal: “At 
Christmastime there is all this 
pressure for the best to come 
out, and when that’s not 
accessible... it’s aggravating. 
The flaws in relationships 
start to show. Unresolved con- 
flicts come to the surface and 
there are opportunities for 
payback.” 

Here’s where it gets really 
juicy. Three of the four cou- 
ples onstage are couples in 
real life. We begin with David 
and Christine Hance, perform- 
ing as the upper crust Loras 
and Bridget Hanshaw, a finan- 
cial news-obsessed business- 
man and his bored, slightly

“Tt was exciting because it’s just 
something that you don’t think 
about,” Pruden explained. “All of a 
sudden you realize that if you can 
hum there’s a lot of fun things you 
can do with it. It’s just a lot of fun.” 

Morgan and Pruden are hoping to 
share the fun with the community this 
afternoon with an hourlong practice 
session at 4 p.m. in Alex R. Thomas 
Plaza prior to the 5 p.m. kazoo parade 
kickoff. The parade route will begin 
at the plaza, followed by a trip down 
the street and around the courthouse, 
with the parade ending back at the 
plaza. Every person in attendance 
will receive a kazoo, and Pruden said 
she hopes parents and their children

According to kazoos.com, the 
kazoo was Emil Sorg’s invention, and 
with help from Ironsmith Michael 
McIntyre the first kazoo was created 
in New York in 1912. Shortly after, 
McIntyre split from Sorg after gain- 
ing enough knowledge to maintain 
the production of kazoos himself. In 
1913, he teamed up with Harry 
Richardson, who owned a factory. 
McIntyre and Richardson launched 
the first mass-production of the 
kazoo in 1914. Two years later, 
McIntyre and Richardson renamed 
their partnership, and created The 
Original American Kazoo Company.

the old-growth redwood sid- 
ing, which was pulled off and 
de-nailed,” he said. “And now 
it’s being stored offsite, and 
that will be used in the new 
stands.” 

Sangiacomo said the crew 
is also carefully sorting the 
wood from the concrete, and 
recycling as many supplies as 
possible. 

Anton Stadium was a pro- 
ject led by an overwhelming 
effort between Al Anton and 
the Ukiah community in 1952 
with additional support from 
service clubs. Since its con- 
struction, the stadium has 
helped to shelter and play host 
to outdoor youth sports and 
meetings for more than 50 


years. 

Construction of the new 
grandstands is expected to 
begin in 2008, Sangiacomo 
said. 

“We are currently putting 
together bid specifications, 
and expect to release those in 
January. We plan on rebuild- 
ing this in 2008.” 

The city is looking for vol- 
unteers to help with materials 
and other donations. 
Sangiacomo said efforts are 
still being made to meet the 
$214,000-matching grant that 
funded the project. Those
